Here’s good reading—a stirring tale by an able author i 
about red-blooded people in an unique environment. Peter 
B. Kyne is as indigenous as the redwoods of which he writes 
with loving appreciation. Nevertheless, he has sailed the 
Pacific, been a soldier in the Philippines, and has served as 
a captain in France with the A. E. F. And the sheer merit 
of his literary workmanship has given this clerk in a California 
country store deserved nation-wide popularity as a short- 
story writer and novelist. 

The characters in “The Valley of the Giants ’ are flesh- 
and-blood people—Americans—the sort we know—our kind: 

John Cardigan, pioneer lumberman among the redwoods, a 
strong man with a great heart, the soul of a dreamer and the 
unshaken faith of the frontiersman; he loves his redwoods 
even while he cuts his way to fortune through them.

Bryce Cardigan, present-generation American of the right kind, 
who takes up the fight when his father fails in the fray and 
successfully battles against odds to save his heritage, even 
while his heart is divided between his blind sire and his dear¬ 
est enemy. Shirley Sumner, niece of Colonel Pennington, a 
first-class American girl, with a mind of her own, a heart, red 

blood and good sportsmanship. 

And the story is as timely as its environment is unique. 
There is only one redwood country, and when the California 
redwoods are gone the redwoods are gone from the earth. 

John Cardigan and his like have laid most of them low, and 
threaten those that remain. So it is that a great cry has 
gone up from the people to save for future generations some 
of those forest giants that were full-grown when Christ was 
born—with their cousins the sequoias they are the oldest and 
biggest living things of earth. So it is that the “Save the Red- 
woc'ds” league has sprung into existence. So it is that con¬ 
gress is investigating the conditions preparatory to legisla¬ 
tion for the establishment of a Redwoods national park. 

The American of the future will be able to see the Big 
Trees (Sequoia gigantea) in all their glory; Yosemite. Sequoia 
and General Grant national parks assure that. But unless 
money is provided for the purchase of a great grove of red¬ 
woods (Sequoia sempervirens) by congress, California or 
public subscription the redwoods are doomed to the ax and 
saw, v/ith the exception of a few small and inadequate pre¬ 
serves. And among these same redwoods lies “The Valley 
of the Giants.” |

There Is |irohatily nothing so hcrie- 
tleial 10 the uiasse.s as a supply of 
good wholesome 
drinking water 
and we are not 
forgetting the ani¬ 
mals with our 
drinking foun¬ 
tains arranged 
for their comfort 
I a Ml o s t towns 
and villages all ovt'r oar country, la 
fanl.s, young children and nnlmnls 
frequently safTer, especially In warm 
weather, for want of water, not heing 
aide to make their want known. 
Plenty of water taken Into the .sys¬ 
tem Is an iilisolnic necessity for th(“ 
literal washing out of waste niaterhiN 
friiio the lilood. I'rofessor Ktherldge 
In disr-assing the medical value of wa¬ 
ter says: 


"Colli water drunk In quantities In 
the evening will dissolve nnd Hush 
lilood imiuiritles which, producing 
ccrclir!il Irritation hy tliclr frictional 
contact In ihcir fiassagc through tlie 
cniiinarles. thus eausing insoinnia ami 
iiorvoiisiicss, now Hnd lh(ilr way out 
of the Imdy through the kidneys." 

The loudly heralded diuretic iiriqier- 
lie^ of various iain<‘ral siirings are 
ehieily due io the fact that water Is 
taken ilicre In such large quantities. 

Il Is a po|iular belief tlial water is 
falleiting. ami the reason is easily un¬ 
derstood, for II Is the medium for con¬ 
veying material to all parts of th“ 
liod.v ami for removing waste prod¬ 
uets. Ilcni'p tlio-e who ilrink water 
freely mast liave the nutritive material 
lii'sl distriliiited throughout their 
hiiilies and the wiiste products most 
qtilekly thrown off. 

Th»> (|Ucstlon of drinking w.nter 
while taking food nt meals is often 
raised, many claiming that It dilutes 
the gastric Juice. However, experi¬ 
ments show digestion has tieen In- 
creast'd from a half hoar to an hour 
when dry food has heea eaten If It 
Is well inolsp'iied hy a glass of water 
while eating. 


Tho s.iying that "ono man's food Is 
noottior man's poison" Is tint another 
wav of expressing tlie ImpossIliUtty of 
fixing a rigid dietary for civilized man 
In Ills present comlltlf-n: hut It Is pos- 
sltili" to delerinine what elomenls In 
fooil and drink arc likely to be Injuri¬ 
ous to some Indlvldcals or to all.
